ritorics. 
_France’s Principal Enemies muft.come out 
of Spain, England or Germany ; if the Ger- 
ntins had been‘abfulute Lords of Jtaly, there 
is no Queftion but the French would have 
been as well guarded on that fide, ason 
the Rbine and the Mofele. 

But Italy is fubdivided into above 47 fe- 
veral Kingdoms, Dukedoms, Principalities 
or. Common-Wealths , reckoning all the 


petty States of the Helvetic Union, known. 
to Europe by the Name of Swifs Cantons; as, 
thefe can never Unite, {¢ if they Miould alf 
Unite in one Bedy, the Swi/s excepted, and 
joyn their Powers againft France ; -one fuch 
Army as is how under the Command of the. 
Duke of Vendofm, would be a Match for 
them all. 

Firft they are generally. Poor, and aot 
able to Maintain a War, the Venctia#_ex- 
cepted, and-evenm shey are far from being 
Rich;4 chargeable Campaign or ewcveaiea 
ruin them all.

And this, if I miftake not, is the only 
time that any of the Enemies of France, 
have been able to fet their Foot in the He- 
reditary Dominions of that King, .fince the 
Surprize of Amiens, inthe Reign of Henr 
the foursb, or fince the Peace of Vervins; fo 
well and fo clearly have the French always 
Guarded their Frontiers, and made it a 
conftant Maxim to carry the War into their 
Enemies Country, and make War at their 
Charge, as well as wpon their Lands. 
Then as tothe Swift, they have been 
always Neuter; tliat is to fay, the French 
havealways manag'd them by their Money, 


nation, if Framcz has not obtain’d its end 
in the Swift, it has never tail’d to Divide 
them fo, as that the Enemy has likewife 
fail’d in theirs. 

I never choote to go far back for an Ex- 
ample, when I can find one for my purpofe 
nearer at hand, for the Gencral Knowlege 


of a Modern Inftance, feems to mea ftrong--

The Prefent Difpute between France and 
the Swijs Cantons, about the Neutrality of 
the Datchy of S2voy, is a remarkable Cafe, 
and ferves exaétly to the prefent purpofe. 
"Tis without Queftion that the Refelves o& 
the feveral Cantons in favour of the Neu- 
trality, and their Afifting the Duke of 
Savay, with Forces, when ever his Terri- 
tories fhould be Invaded, was the firft-a- 
greeable to their true Intereft,. and the 
laft to the firm Stipulations of Pivers

As to their Tatereft; “tis plain, it can- 
not be their Jatercft to be Surrounded db 
fach a- Neighbour. as the French, an 
thofe Senators or Counfellors cf Bern, who 
faw the Troe Tntereft of their Country, 
made it fo plain to the refpeftive Magi- 
ftracy, that it was unanimoufly agresd in 
feveral of the Cantons, as well lopith a3 
Proteftant, that they fhould inti pofitive- 
ly on the Neutrality of Saveys and that: 
they fhould dermand:a Direét’and Imme- 
diate Anfwer from the Minifter of France 
upoa that Head, and that if it was not 
fatisfaQlory, they fhould take Poffeffion of
